He ac- 
cordingly related how the candidate's 
father when a young man in London, 
had been introduced by bin pastor, Rev. 
Mr. Mortimer, (whoso wife wrote the 
popular little bookR, "Peep of Day," 

ipon Line," etc.,) to Bishop Mc- 
Ilvaino, of Ohio, had come to America 
to study for the ministry, and had devo- 
ed himself to the Missionary work in the 
far East, till now he was known as the 
Rev. E. W. Syle, D. I)., Professor of 
History and Moral Philosophy in the Im- 
peiial University of Japan. An account 
was then given of the loss of hearing of 
his son, the candidate, and of the manner 
in which his education had nevertheless 
been carried on, in Prof. D. K. Bartlett's 
Family School, and in colleges for the 
hearing, both in this country and in 
England; as w'l as of his career since 
leaving college, with which the readers 
of the Jot/'li ■ U are familiar. The 
op paid a graceful and deserved tribute 
to his early teacher, Mrs. Bartlett, 
"a Ituly of singular talent and scholar- 
ship, as well as of most lovely character." 
In conclusion, Bishop Stevens com- 
mended the cause of ! he deaf and dumb, 
both in their schools and in the Church, 
to the b e nCTo lonoa of those vhom he ad- 
dressed—thanking the rector and vestry

Biaho : Oil 
lospie, of Western Michigan, desired to 
take part in the services, but not knowing 
the outside way to the robing rooss, and 
being unable to make his way through 
the crowd, was obliged to retire. 

The Communion Service was then pro- 
ceeded with, by the Rt. Rev. R. W. B. 
Elliott, Bishop of Western Texas. The 
Rt. Rev. O. T. Bedell, D. D., Bishop of 
Ohio, consecrated the bread and wine, 
and delivered them, first to the Riahopi, 
then to the Priests, and last to the newly- 
ordained Deacon.

Dr. Callaudet and Rev. Dr. Clerc ; the 
deaf-mutes, of whom there must have 
been about sixty, came forward first, fill- 
ing space twice, and several remaining 
over for the third rouad, afterwards 
many hearing communicate partook of 
the Sacrament. Bishop Elliott read the 
c >m hiding prayers, after which Bishep 
Bedell pronounced tho benediction, and 
this most solemn and deeply interesting 
occasion was at an end. 

While the- audience dispersed, Rev. 
Mr. Syle received the warm congratula- 
tiens of his friends in a quiet andmodeet 
way. He will continue to have charge 
of the Doaf-mutc Mission at St. Steph- 
en's Church, and it is to be hoped a larger 
sphere of usefulness among the thous- 
ands of deaf-mutes in our broad land, 
will be opened to him in God's own good 
time. 

Rev. Dr. Callaudet was evidently deeply 
moved and gratified at being permitted to 
witness and assist in this' ordination, 
which marked such an onward step in 
the work to which he has devoted hire 
t«..lf . J urely, we can never repay or even 
express the obligvionn /e are under to 
liiin, for his self-s.iorificir.ig efforts in be- 
half of tli j d«af and dumb of tho en- 
tire country.

The Question of "Oral TJtteranoe" in 
the Miaistry. 

Our readers know that many people 
even now think that a deaf-inuto cannot 
become a minister. Some say so from 
mere want of thought ; it is a new and 
strange idea, and they ave not ready to 
accept it. Others say that, a minister 
must be perfect in all lus liensei ; and 
others declare that if be uoes not speak 
in administering Baptism and the Lord's 
Supper, thon thov are not true sacru- 
r^ientH. 

On these grounds objection was made 
to admitting, fiist Mr. Syle and thun Mr. 
Mann, as candidates for the ministry in 
the Protestant Episcopal Church ; and 

the ordination of the former bus called 
attention to the question again. A 
learned clergyman in Massachusetts was 
asked about it by a member of his 
church ; and his answer, hastily wri' 
and meant as a private letter, was 
piint-d without his knowledqeor consent 
and greatly to his annoyance. Tho letter 
was copied by a leading Episcopal paper, 
the ('/nirchnitin, of Hartford, Oons., 
and an Item taken from it was published 
by the Philadelphia Evening Bulletin 
and Eviteopal Register, and perhepe other 
papers. 

The clergyman mentioned wrote a 
manly letter to the Churc/imiin in ex- 
planation, as well as to Bishop Stevens 
and Mr. Syle personally ; and a correc- 
tion waa made is the Bulletin, which in 
a few words sets the whole matter right. 
The Register proposes to place it before 
the Church in full, by reprinting Bishop 
Stevens' ordination sermon, which BM 
been published in pamphlet form, at the 
request of the rector, wardens and ves- 
trymen of St. Stephen's Church, and of 
the Bishops and clergy present. 

With this introduction our readers 
will understand tho extracts below. 



We aro requested to say that the state- 
ment in last Saturday's Bulletin (copied 
from other papers) that Rev. H. W. 
Syle, the doaf-raute, recently ordained 
by Bishop Stevens, had learned "by the 
new method of teaching deaf-mutes" to 
utter orally tho words in administering 
the Sacraments, is incorrect. Mr. Syle 
learned to speak in the old way from his 
mother's lips, ;.nd did not loso his speech 
when he lost his hearing, though, as is 
OOBUnon with persons early deprived of 
the guidance of the ear, he has largely 
disused it. 

The misstatement would not be no- 
ticed bu t for its con nection with the view 
put forward, that oral ultorance is re- 
garded by tho Protestant Episcopal 
< Ihurch as an indispensable condition of 
ordination, or as essential to the due ad- 
ministration of the Sacraments. This 
theory was advanjed te prevent Mr. 
Syle's reception as a candidate; ando 
prevailed in Michigan to reject anot hr 
deaf applicant, Mr. Mann, who has, how- 
ever, been received in Ohio and will soon 
be ordained. It is not accepted by the 
ecclosiatical authority of thia diocese ; 
and was confuted in the learned and 
eloquent sermon delivered by Bishop 
Stevens at Mr. Syle's ordination. The 
sermon has been printed at the reqiu ' 
of the Bishops and clergy present and of 
the \ostry of St. Stephen's Charoh, and 
at the expense of the lattor.
